The vessel “Homer Warren”, bound 
for Toronto with a cargo of coal early 
in thé month of November, 1919, is 
another of the hundreds of ships that 
have been mysteriously engulfed in 
Ontario’s raging waters.

SHOWS BIG DECLINE. 


Imports and Exports Both 
Decrease During Year 
Ended November, 


Ottawa, Jan. 5.—Heavy declines in 
Canadian trade, both export and im- 
port, are shown by a bulletin just is- 
sued by the Dominion Bureau of Stat- 
istics for the twelve mronths ended 
Nayember, 1921. The total exports for 
the 12 months were $8S0,458,518, as 
against $1,289,536,450 for the same 


period last year and $1,251,004,840 in | 


1019. 

‘An even larger decrease is shown in 
the total imports, For the 12-month 
period) enjled last November these 
amounted to $825,226,585 as against 
1,345,592,300 in 1920 and $920,082,927 
in 1919.’ Duty collected’ in the 12 
months ended in November amounted 
to'$124,184,911, as against $207,412,- 
639 in 1920. 5 

For the 12,montha ended November, 
Canada jmported goods from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom to the value of $123,802,- 
142, and from tho United States $579,- 
427,041.. Exports to the United King- 
dom were valued at $305,317,708, and 
to the United States, $350,061,167. 

Canada’s export trade for the /per- 
jod under review increased with Ger- 
many and Japan. Import trade in- 
creased with Bermuda, British Guiana, 
Germany, Netherlands, Greece and 
Mexico. Declines are shown in bus- 
iness with all other countries,” 

During the same twelve -months 
Canada exported 30,552,208 bushels of 
oats, compared with 15,026,997 bush- 
els during, the previous year. Bhe ex- 
ported 147,007,139 bushels of wheat, #8 
against 95,966,535. Exports in print- 
ing/paper also showed a slight increase 
and exports in flax ‘seed advanced

Motorists are vitally ‘interested in 
the projected revision of the Ontario 
Insurance Act, for before such a revi- 
sion is undertaken the select commit- 
tee of the legislature wheih has charge 
of this work will receive’ siggeations 
for the. amendment of insurance regu- 
lations as they apply to automobile 
tiske. Projected amendments were dis- 
cussed at length at a recent conven- 
tion of insurance superintendents at 
Quebec City which was attended by 
T..N. Phelan, representing the Ontar- 
io Motor League and subsequently 
these projected. amendments were 
brought before a special committee ‘of 
the Ontarid.

m Carrying Eggs. 

How rats and other small rodents 
can carry eggs for comparatively 
long distances has puzzled many nat- 
uralists and farmers. Therefore 
every observation is interesting. In 
an article in the bulletin of the 
French Zoological Society, Xavier 
Raspail relates a few. He tells of an 
ermine which used to rob the nests 
of seagulls in an attic and carry 
their eggs downstairs. It would 
hold an egg with its forefeet against, 
{ts throat and let itself slip from 
atep to step. And this is how a squir- 
rel handled eggs from the nests of 
wild ducks: It held the exe against 
its throat with Its left forefoot and 
leaped with undiminished agility 
from ground to fence and from fence 
to trees. The marten has a large 
mouth and is able to open its jaws 
wide enough to take an egg between 
its canine teeth and hold it there 
while it runs to its burrow.

reward. . 

If a sportsman shoots a bird and 
finds a meta! band’ on its leg, he is 
asked to notify the Surrey of the 
fact. The Survey will then turn up 
its records and find out when and 
where the bird was banded, and it 
will notify the person who banded ft. 
As the number of these records in- 
creases the Survey will be able to 
cease guessing about some ‘of the 
habits of the migratory birds and 
will speak mith authority. The store 
of knowledge is slowly increasing 
and enough has’ been collectéd to 
disprove some old ideas about birds.’ 
Fer instance, it was thought at one ~ 
time that ‘wrens mate for life: In - 
1914 a yolunteer’co-operator of the 
Survey trapped and banded a pair 
of wrens which had a brood, and’ 
then turned them loose.

Any reapproachment between 
the United States and Great Britain 
that it foolishly dreads as inimical to 
its status as a leading world power is 
gaing to. be intensified rather than less 
ened. by.s pereletence in its present 
attitude. 

Surely there ought to be some meth- 
od for making tho Government in Par- 
ie see reason and realize that, in its 
own way, it is as reactive and un- 
reasonable ng the government in-Ber- 
lin ever was.

GARNERED DURING FEBRUARY 


Deputy Minister of Health Warns All Against the Dangers 
of Early Months of the Year—lf You Catch Cold, 
Go to Bed, He Says. 


Ottawa, Jan. 11.—Beware of Feb- 
ruary! Canadians should consider 
carefully the order of their going 
during the first three months of the 
year, for vital statistics for the Dom- 
inion just published show that the 
most fatal months of the year are the 
first three. Most deaths occur in Feb- 
ruary, March comes next in the list 
and January third. In practically 
every Province this is the order, an’

these months. 

Dr. J. A. Amyot, Deputy Minister 
of Health in answer to queries along 
this line, said that the main causes 
of the heavy death list in February 
were pneumonia and bronchitis.

: Wake of Vessel Are Best Known. 
‘The nature of; phosphorescence in’ 
Ught-producing animals has deen 2 
phenomenon which has engaged the 
attentions “of investigators froma 
time) far ante-dating‘ the? history of 
modern science. It was only recently, 
ToweTess that the eatys to fathom’ 
myatery was m any appre- 
clable degree of success.

Contrary to the popular opinion,

range of individuals. In the ani 
kingdom, in’groups ranging from the 
protozoa to the vertebrates, there are 
more) than ‘three “hundred: 'genere 
which contain’ one or more species 
that are known to be phosphorescent. 
By far the great majority are those 
forms which live in the sea. % 
, 1 Of these; perhaps the best known) 
are Noctilucs, 2 microscopic animal 
which ‘causes )\the phosphorescent 
light In the wake of a vessel; Jélly- 
fishes, which produce flashes of light 
when colliding with a boat'or struck 
with an‘oar; marine forms and small 
crustaceans. « 


“Of the land forms perhaps the 
most familiar phases of luminescence 
are to be ‘found in the firefiles’ and 
thelr larval young, the glow-worms,” 
says Mr. William Crowder, in the 
Selentifc American. “From the pre- 
ceding ‘statement It is evident that 
the\‘glow-worm’ js not a worm; ne! 
ther fs its cousin the “glow-worm' of 
Europe, so often met with in prose 
and poetry.” 
©The latter, according to Mr. Crow- 
der, is merely the wingless female of 
a Lampyrid beetle. In fact, all fire- 
flies belong “to the Lampyridac. a 
hame defived from a» Greek word 
which means “‘to shine.” It may 
surprise some to tearn that this sub- 
family has.more than fifteen hundred | 
and ‘thirty of these, «distributed 
among forty-two genera, are from 
the United States alone. 

To what, purpose many light- 
producing animals are endowed with 
this remarkable power is open to 
much’ conjecture. Where an appar- 
ently valid reason can be aacribed in 
some instances, the same cannot be 
maintained in others. Thus, for in- 
stance, in firefiles this function was 
presumed to enable the sexes to iden- 
tify each other in the darkness of 
the night, at which time their activi- 
ties are greatest. If this be true, 
why, in the case of those species 
where the female {s wingless, does 
the male emit light? Her inability 
to approach him ‘surely would seem 
to indicate thatthe flashing of his 
lantern avails: him. nothing. 

' Another Instance of the purpose- 
lesaness of this power is to be found 
in those abyssal types of crustaceans 
which are totally blind. In this con- 
nection, howerer, it may be mention- 
ed that these sightiess creatures are 
Gevoid* of complex photogenic or- 
gans; their phosphorescence being 
due to a Juminous secretion. 

Again, certain deep-sea prawns 
were recently found whoée luminous 
organs lighted only the gill cavities 
of the animal. What function they 
perform for the benefit of the own- 
ers, located as they are, impossible 
of shedding any external light, dcfes 
speculation. 

Perhaps the most Intensely lumi- 
nous animal for its size is the small 


light from this creature that one 
part. of the luminous gland in one 
Dillfon six hundred million parts of 
water.will give a visible glow to that 
medium. If a man possessed an or- 
gan which gave the same proportion- 
ate volume and intensity of light as 
in’ Cypridena, he could, says our 
American authority, illuminate the 
area of a fair-sized city. 

It has long been known that many 
fats, ethereal ofls and alcohols emit 
light when these substances sre 
slowly combined with oxygen at cer- 
tain temperatures, With this hint it 
was inevitable that phosphorescence 
in organic materials could be pro- 
duced artificially and in a way that 
would bear a close analogy to the 
principal -animals. Therefore the 
“pyro experiment" became a classic 
achlevement in-this direction. 

It will, of course, be obvious that 
the presence of oxygen is necessary 
fn order that luminescence in the 
photogenic ‘organ ‘can take place. 
Therefore, continues Mr. Crowder, we 
may with great probability determine 
by inference. just what takes place 
during the flash of the firefiy’a lan- 
tern. As the insect has stored in the 
glands of its organ a supply of both 
luciferin and luciferase In a com- 
bined form, there {s always main- 
tained a more or :ess steady glow 
due ‘to the oxidization of the luci- 
ferin in contact with the ordinary 
oxygen absorbed from the air and 
the oxygen normally contained in the 
tissues. 

When the moment of the flash oc- 
curs there is an accelerated produc- 
tion of luciferase, during ‘the com- 
bustion of which it is rapidly used 
up, and by a respiratory process the 
air tubes flood.the photogenic cells

SOW. PLENTY OF IT 


By Te Fred: Ritchie, Government 
Experimental Farm. : 


In order to obtain the best results 
from the garden, it is a well-known 
fact that good seed of the best varie, 
ties is one of the important feafures 
which will insure certain success, In 
this regard many of the old standard 
vareties are still giving satisfactory 
resuita, but it is a good policy at thir 
season of the year to study the records 
of past years, to ascertain if the crops 
ubtained ‘then, compare favourably 
with the requirements of todas, 

Procrastination on the part of those 
intending to order seed may end in 
disappointment, because the bulk of 
seed orders received by sced houses arc 
received late jin the season. Those vr- 
ders that are sent in carly, are liable 
ta receiro exactly what isasked for, 
whereas, orders sent in later may re- 
ceive.many substitutions, 

The requirements, whether general 
of épecific,:ax the case may be, will 
have some influence on the choice to be 
made. However, it is a well-known 
fact, and most people are well agreed 
npon:it, that earliness, yielding abil- 
ity, uniformity and quality are the 
chiéf deciding factors when making 2 
choice of varietien for a xarden, whe- 
thet“commercial ‘or for home use, It is 
bere. that’ disrimjnation has to be ap- 
pli¢d ause, there are many norel- 
ties ‘being offered which may. prore 
satisfactory and may be not. Where 
it i€-desired to introduce new. carly 
varictics, itis a good policy to refer to 
definite data dealing with this partic- 
ulaf.question, and in this way, find 
ont from the reports - of experiments 
the performance of such sorts. For in- 
stante, in the case of early corn, there 
is Early Malcolm-and Sweet Sqnax, 
both of which ard fully ten days earlier 
than our best carly varicty. Both of 
these are white, but possess such qual- 
ity, earliness and yielding ability that 
they can be recommended to the pub- 
lic with certainty. The xame perform- 
ance holds in the case of tomatoes, of! 
which there is the Alacrity. ‘It has be- 
come quite well-known as 8 saricty for 
earhacss, quality aud’ siclding ability. 
If such varieties are added to the gar- 
den tests, or other rarictices that have 
become known, there is little doubt but 
the the results will be very satisfac. 
tory. 

Buy only good sev,,sow plenty of it 
to insure having plenty of planta from 
which the most vigorous ences can be 
selected.

dread woolsorters’ disease, or an- 
thrax, is a tiny fellow only one three- 
thousandth part of an inch in length. 
Rather more than stx million could 
nestle comfortably alde\'by side on 
the surface of a postage stamp. 

He multiplies, not by laying eggs, 
but by splitting “himself into» two. 
This splitting « process takes place 
once every haif-hour,’at the end of 
which timé the single microbe has 
become two'full-sited ones joined to- 
gether like the links of a chain. The 
chain'-{s still not avery long one; 
but let us see what would occur if 
nothing happened to stop its growth 
for a whole day. Doubling its length 
every half-hour, it would measure an 
inch and a half in six hours. 

Fourteen hours would see it a mile 


anda psy ty-two and 
half hi it-would h from the: 
earth to‘the'moon; whil twenty- 


four hours it would attain a length 
of 1,847,368 miles. ; 

Such an appalling rate of increase 
is prevented in three ways — the 
microbes cannot find the huge masses 
of food necessary for their growth: 
they are destroyed by sunlight; and 
they prey upon each other. 


Strength of Sunlight. 

It is sald that at a depth of only 
200 fathoms the light of the un- 
clouded sun penetrating-the ocean is 
reduced tajequality with; the star- 
light of a clear night on the surface. 
At more profound depths the sun- 
light .{s entirely extinguished. Yet 
there are both light and color in 
the abysses, and at the bottom of the 
sea. The ltght-is of phosphorescent 
origin, and it may be remarked that 
in genera}.the fixed ¢ forms of 
life are-notsbehind - free swim- 
ming allied In) Ught-em: & powers. 
There aré-ifiuminationa produced by 
the. movements)? of{\abyaéal: fishes 
through the) forests; of phosphores- 
cent. and -seapens, fan -corals, red 
corals and ‘other Alcyonaria. The 
colors of deep-sea animals are both 
brilliant and varied.—Christian Sei- 
ence Monitor.

Detroit, Mich, Jan. 16—Detroit is 
the worse city in the United Statea for 
street flirtation, in the opinion ‘of 
Miss Vrginia Mey Murray, of the Trav- 
elera’ Aid Society of New York, who 
has been Chief of the Detroit Women’s 
Police Department for the last year. 

Miss Murray has returned to her du- 
ties in New York after being “‘loan- 
ed” to Detroit to organize the wo- 
man’s department. While she believes 
that she has accomplished much dur- 
ing her year in Detroit she is far from 
satisfied with the results her policewo- 
men have been able to obtein in curb- 
ing street flirtations. 

“The automobiles is the greatest 
menace to the young womanhood of 
America?’ Mig Murray said, ‘* I never 
saw anything like the ‘wild pickinz 
up’ of girls on the streets that exists 
to-day, especially in Detroit, I have 
spent @ year here trying to get girls to 
realize the danger of flirting with to- 
tal strangers.

A Pest of Sea Dogs. 


Fishemen along the Miramichi 
river are complaining bitterly this 
season of the presence of sea dogs in 
large numbers. in the river waters. 
In the early part of the year the 
port and shores of St. John were in- 
fested with the animals—they estab- 
lished a maternity home in the St. 
John river above the falls and many 
pups were born, but the pest has de- 
clined recently. (In the northern 
waters of the province it has, on the 
other hand, increased to alarming 
proportions. 

The “dogs” like salmon in prefer- 
ence to all other fish. Recently a 
fisherman . visiting his weir in the 
morning secured only, half a dozen 
good fish while there fwere over 20 
heads in the trap. As the fish are 
worth a couple of dollars each, the 
loss in. this particular- case was 
quite appreciable. Similar losses in- 
curred by the Miramichi fishermen 
amount In the aggregate to a con- 
siderable sum and it {s likely that an 
appeal will be made to the Govern- 
ment to take same action to prevent 
the depredations of the seals. It has 
been suggested that they can best 
got rid of by dynamiting the grounds 
where they are in the habit of sun- 
nitg themselves. If they are shot in 
the water, they sink at once, and 
the whole carcase, which is poor in 
skin, but rich in oils, 15 lost.

Were you one of the mighty army 
of -Fauntleroys who to\ this day cap 
turn) to) the family album and. find 
there photographic. proof’ that "they 
once wore the lace collar and ring- 
lets of the order? These are ques- 
tions. asked by Foster Ware in the 
New York Evening Post. 

The recent’ return of the Little 
Lord by way of the screen must have 
awakened old memories,, memories 
that may have made you smile a lit- 
tle and perhaps gave you occasion 
once more.to thank the lucky stars 
that enabled you to grow up and put 
away childish things. For of all the 
fads. that. flourish in  childhood’s 
happy hour, the Fauntleroy fad was 
probably the most detested by those 
who were its Innocgnt yictims, You, 
who have suffered do not have to be 
reminded of the exquisite: pain that 
accompanied your every appearance 
in the full Fauntleroy regalla. How 
you longed to have your halr cut! 
How. you despised that lace collar! 
How -you-loathed the sight of velvet 
breeches! And that ‘sish — how 
many times were you on the point 
of ripping it right off and, by, that 
token, declaring your Independence 
thenceforth and forever of all 
things Fauntleroyish! . Even as you 
look back on {[t.now there wells up 
in you a feeling of bitter resentment 
-against a ‘fate which seemed .deter- 
mined to get you off to a bad start 
fn Hfe and which, if it had lasted or 
{f you had not rebelled against it, 
might have made of you a@ perfect 
mid;Victorian for the rest of your 
natural days. Is it not sot 
repare to receive here 
and now your belated due. Get ready, 
if you will, for the formal apology 
that you have long felt was coming 
to you. The apology comes from 
none‘other than Reginald Birch, the 
artist, whose sketches of the Little 
Lord were responsible in no small 
measure for the wave of Fauntleroy- 
ism which all but engulfed the boy- 
hood. of the country. Mr. Birch is 
sorry, honestly and heartily. sorry. 
And he wanis.the veterans of the 
Order of the Silk Sash and Velvet 
Breeches to know it. For the past 
forty years or s0, Mr. Birch has been 
waiting to say something about this. 
It has preyed, upon him. Few artists 
have lived to see a style of their own 
making take hold and become in the 
end something “approaching. a na- 
tional obsession, as did his Fauntle- 
roy. He says he never dreamed this 
would heppep..“‘As a matter. of fact, 
I was a véry young man when I 
made those pictures..a mere tyro. 
When I got, the order to illustrate 
the book it was my. Orat dig. job. 
On the Isle of Jersey, where I had 
spent my. boyhood, were many 
quaint characters, and as I set to 
work I found myself -anconsciously 
putting some of them into the 
Pictures, 

“Well, there was no harm in that, 
I suppose. They were merely types 
that I had known and that happen- 
ed to fit Into the book. But when It 
came to the Litile Lord himself, 
there I was, 80 to speak, under ore 
dera, The text called for a Fauntle- 
roy of a certain type, a Fauntleroy 
who went about dressed as I tried to 
show him. Mrs. Burnett was respons- 
ible for that. You.see she had sons 
of her own whom she dressed that 
way—why, I don't know; and—well, 
that was the way she wanted her 
hero to dress, too. Upto that time, 
I don’t suppose anybody had ever 
seen a Fauntleroy outside of the 
Burnett family.

For my part in 
the proceedings I received a small 
sunt of money.and two tickets to the 
rat performance. That was all. 
But the daniage was done. The 
Fauntleroy. rage was started and the 
boyhood of America began to be 
togged out as Fauntleroy on the 
slightest provocation—dften without 
Provocation at all.

re fed on mice, sour milk, peanuts, 

ried prunes, stale bread and table 
scraps. 

They may be deprived of offensive- 
ness by removal of the scent sac, the 
requisite surgical operation being a 
simple one. In performing it there 
should be caution to avold wasting 
any of the valuable scent, for which 
there Is a ready market. Trappers 
use-it to cover up the human smell 
by smearing it on thelr traps and on 
thelr boot: 

It is stated, however, that “by 
careful, intelligent and somewhat 
sympathetic treatment one can han- 
die live adult unoperated skunks 
without misadventure or regret.’

Reindeer Races. 

The fact that tradition gives 
Father Christmas reindeer as the 
steeds of his sleigh shows that he 
is a saint of Northern origin, for it 
is only in the Arctic portions of 
Scandinavia that these animals are 
used for draught Purposes. 

The reindeer, who is first cousin 
to the caribou of America, stands 
only four feet or so In height. His 
wonderful branching antlers look al- 
most. too heavy for him to carry. 
Rejndeer dre kept by. the Lapps as 
domes‘ic animais; they are tractable, 
and very speedy when used in 
harness. 

They feed upon a kind of moss 
yhich grows under the snow; some 
uncanny sense tells them where it is 
to be found, and they never make a 
mistake when they start burrowing 
for their dinner. 5 

Every year the Lapps collect from 
the northern parts of Norway and 
Sweden for the great reindcer shows. 
The chief excitement Is in the races. 
Drivers urge ‘their teams madiy on, 
taking all kinds of risks as they 
whirl round sharp corners, missing 
rocks by a hair's breadth. The shout- 
ing and yelling of the spectators can 
be heard miles away. 

Now that Canada possessea herds 
of reindeer, we may soon have an- 
other form of sport of our own.

Alcohol From Tropical Jungles. 

Alcohol can be economically manw- 
factured from the molst vegetation of 
tropical foresta and jungles, accord- 
ing to Prof. Whitford of the Yale 
School of Forestry. “The evidence 
is conclusive,” ‘ho says,’ “that the 
tropical sun has the power to store 
up more energy in the form of 
cellulose in a given time than has 
the temperate sun. If this is in a 
utilizable form it remains for. the in- 
genulty of man to overcome the dif- 
ficulties of profitably applying it 
With the increasing needs of the na- 
tlon it Is reasonable to expect that 
sooner or later it will be necessary 
to utilize more fully the plant re- 
sources of the tropics.” Prof. Whit- 
ford adds that the annual produc- 
tion of alcohol from the nipa plant 
in the Philippimes is now nearly 
3,000,000 gallons and that one dis- 
tllery there has produced. 93 per 
cent. alcohol at a cost of about 20 
cents a gallon, and if operated to 
full capacity could make it at a cost 
of 16 cents a gallon. 


Wax Pearls That Are Perfect. 

That there {s a wonderful art in 
pearl “faking” has been shown by 
Herr Heins, “Germany's “Pearl 


King.” who, a few weeks ago, turn-> 


ed out four strings of perfect arti- 
ficial pearls. Only experts can dis- 
tinguish them from the genuine 
article. 

Made of Msh-lime, silver nitrate, 
and wax mixed in molten glass, the 
Heinz pearls are five times cheaper 
than real pearls. 

Their creator declares that soon 
he will be able to make perfect imi- 
tations of any jewel. He intends to 
flood the world with his new pearls, 
and says that before long they will 
be on sale in the Jewelers’ shops In 
every capital.

When Echoes Spell Danxer. 

All_the tines he ia flying, the bat 
utters a weird’ high-pitched squeak, 
which is so shrill that many people 
cannot hear it‘at all. 1t is the bat’s 
safety device, and {t warns him when 
he is approaching ,dangerous obsta- 
cles such as.branches of trees or tele 
graph wires, 

-Sound travels at a great speed— 
about 1,100 feet a second—and if it 
strikes any object it is thrown back 
in the form of an echo. If anything 
is in his way, the bat hears the echo 
of his squeak, and knows that he 
must proceed carefully. 

Experiments are in progress with 
an instrument which will enable 
night-flying airplanes to make use of 
the principle invented. ages ago by 
the bat. It consists«of two parts: a 
sender for giving out a sound of unl- 
form pitch and loudness, and a re- 
cotder.which_marks upon-#-dial any 
increase of soufnd due to an echo.

Great Archbishop but 
a Patriot. 


Cardinal de Cabrieres, Bishop of 
Montpellier, who died recently at the 
age of 91, was France's unofficial but 
effective envoy to the Vatican durint 
the world war, President  Millerand 
referred to him as not only a great 
bishop but a great patriot. ; 

‘He never yielded an inch of the 
rights which he believed belonged to 
his church. When the law separating 
the church and state in France went 
into effect, he went to the Prefecture 
and solemnly excommunicated the Pre- 
fect. But when the war began he 
placed himsef at the Prefect's dispos- 
al.

‘Fit for a king,” said the Car- 
dinal when the chicken appeared on 
the table, ‘but you hare forgotten 
that ‘today is a meatless day by order 
of the government. Decrees should be

“ROME, Jan. 23.—All that is mor- 
tal of Pope Benedict lies today in the 
Sistine Chapel, a beautiful chamber 
inthe Vatican where the popes for 
nearly five hundred years have :offi- 
ciated in state ceremonics and have, 
at last, reposed before interment, 
‘Th¢ removal of the body today was 
ong of solemn grandeur. The chapel 
is not large enough to hold the thou- 
sands who wish to pay homage to the 
dead pontiff, but in it are clustered 
the traditions of hundreds of years. 

Late today the body was transfer- 
red from the Sistine Chapel to the 
Basilica of St. Peter’s, where it will 
remain until the final funeral cere- 
monies. - : 


After the death of Plus V on Aw 
gust 20, 1914, a conclave began on 
August 13th and the new Popo was 
elected on September 3rd. If the same

With the exception of Cardinal Gas- 
parri, the Papal Secretary of State, 
they gathered in Benedict’s private 
apartments, Gasparri,.in due and 
solemn form, escorted by the Swiss 
guards in full dress and accompanied 
by the Prelates and Acolytes of the 
Reverend Apostolic Chamber, enter- 
ed the apartments. a few minutes 
later. He will administer the Holy 
See during the ‘interregnum. With 
him also was Monsignor Sincero, Se- 
cretary of the Sacred College.

IN-POLAND 
* Warsaw, Jan. 34.—Government in- 
spectors:say there is much typhus 
among thé thousands of Polish men, 
women and: children, who, are being 
repatriated from, Russia through the 
camp’ at\Baranowicze, near the Polish- 
Russian border.; The disease, they a8- 
sert, is becoming more widespread as 
it/does each winter ps. the cold, wea- 
ther sets fn. ©} - 

Repatriation of the Polish popula- 
tion which wag withdrawn by the Rus- 
sian armies in 3915 in their retreat is 
scarcely half-finished. It bezan ‘last 
July. Estimates of the number to be 
repatriated vary from 600,00 by the 
Polish Commission to 1,300,000 by the 
Russian evacuation commission. It is 
estimated that more than 300,000 al- 
ready have passed through the Basr- 
anowicze camp alone and that the to- 
tal number returned to date is approx: 
imately 450,000. The care of these peo- 
pre is in the hands of the Polish gov- 
ernment aided by several welfare or- 
ganizations. 

These refugees have been dying in 
such numbers at the Baranowicze 
camp that the authorities have found 
it necessary to bury the victims in 
great trenches. Of 62,000 who passed 
through the station in November, it is 
estimated by Polish health officisis 
that 1,500 died after reaching the 
camp. Doctora attribute the major- 
ity of deaths to disease contracted en 
route and brought about by exposure 
and lack-of proper nourishment.

Tuberculosis In Cahada 

Tuberculosis jn its various forms 
was responsible for 5,228 deaths in 
eight provinces of Canada in 1920, 
‘according to a bulletin issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. In 
Ontario, the number of deaths was 
2,300; 19 Nova Scotia, 775; in Mani- 
toba, 455: “in British Columbia, 446; 
in New Brunswick, 389; in Alberta, 
381; in Saskatchewan, 357; in Prince 
Edward Island, 125. Quebec’s statis- 
ties are not included with those of 
the other provinces,)but it Is noted 
that the number of deaths in that 
province between June, 1919; and 
“| June, 1920, was 3,196. 

Pulmonary .tuberculosis was the 
cause of 4,312 of the 5,228 deaths, 
tubercular meningitis, 326; abdo- 
minal tuberculosis, 229; acute mill- 
ary tuberculosis, 96; tuberculosis of 
the spinal column, 68; tuberculosis 
of the joints, 27; tuberculosis of oth- 
er organs, 132; disseminated tuber- 
culosis, 31; lupus, 2 2; scrofula, &. The 


‘| number of deaths from tuberculosis 


in the eight provinces rose from 416 
in January, to 647 In May and de- 
clined steadily to 360 In December. 
In May, 3921, the number of deaths 
from tuberculosis in the eight pro- 
vinces was 463, of which 215 occur- 
red-in Ontario; 67 in No¥a Scotia. 
39 In New Brunswick; ~37 in British 
Columbia; 35 in Manitoba; 34 in 
Saskatchewan; 23 In Alberta; 13.in 
Prince Edward Island. Statistics for 
subsequent months of 1921 have not 
yet been published. -

The ships conveying the goods were 
seized by British warships and the

One gang was dealing with dig 
castings. They make a pile of these, 
and a crane raises a weight over tho 
pile, and drops it from the top of 
the jib.

When one of these 
dropa~plumb on to a pile of cast- 
fron scrap, it it well not to be stand- 
{ng too close. ¥ 

Wrought iron has to be treated 
differently. ". You will find a blue- 
goggled man working quite on his 
own in a corner with an. oxy- 
acetylene outfit. He directa a fame 
no bigger than a match on to the 
doller-plates of a battleship, and cut- 
ting them up, not quite like cheese, 
but with a most astonishing ease and 
quickness. 

Close by is a blasting pit. This is 
used for masses of iron too large to 
be broken up by the pleasant method 
of “dropping the weight.” 

The pit {s filled with great frag- 
ments. A lonely man comes along 
with an extremely handy and port- 
able electric drill, and drills a hole 
in one of the larger fragments. He 
puts in a charge of dynamite, puts 
the‘lid on the pit, and strolls a few 
yards away casually. Then there is 
an explosion; the man strolls cas- 
ually back; the pit is emptied and 
refilled. And so it goes on day and 
night. 

That ts the sort of materia! the 
steel works are using now. They 
would much prefer,to use the neat 
and‘handy “pigs” which come from 
the blast furnaces. But the blast 
furnaces have been cold for months, 
and there are no “‘pigs" available ex- 
cept the few they have in stock. 

Some of the blast furnaces have 
been started, and there: are hopes 
that in a few weeks supplics-will be- 
gin to come in. Meanwhile, the 
steelmakers are using up the debris 
of the w-n and clearing their yards.

It has been decided, 
therefore, to apnoance & begitning in 
such works, onlyy Bd, are bf an urgent 
character..- Conifderation of further 
expenditures, including that for | the 
construction of branch lines has been 
postponed until: March or April when 
it is proposed that the outlook will be 
near clear and that the indications of

The most important work:ta be un- 
dertaken at once is the building of a 
large ocean pier at Vancouver. This 
ix justified by the constant growth of 
ocean traffic there. It will take ap- 
proximately eighteen months to com- 
plete the work. The filling and 
dredging for the site has alreads been 
completed. The pier will. be eight 
hundred fect long (with provision 
made for further extension later.) 
Three hundred and twenty-cight feet 
wide and will carry four railway tracks 
to enabli freight to be handled expe 
ditiously between. ship and cars. It 
will be equipped with the most modern 
facilities for handling passengers and 
freight. .

A French explorer, M, St. ;

Whenever the flowering time ar 
rives all the specimens of that par 
ticular kind burst jinte flower, no 
matter what their age may be or to 
what part of the world they 
have been carried. The director of'a 
botanical garden inthe south: of 
France states that a ¢ertaln clump 
of bamboos broke into; blossom. On 
making inquiries he found that this 
species of bamboo flowered st just 
about the same time in Japan, India, 
Ceylon, California, and inthe botan!- 
cal gardens of the ,Hamma, in 
Algiers. . pee 

The plants concerned ranged from 
newly-established off-stioots only & 
few months old to veterans that had 
deen flourishing for-many years. Yet 
all flowered when the time came, and 
all died’ down afterwards. 

For centuries the flowering of the 
bamboos has been regarded in many 
Eastern countries as a presage of 
calamity. However this may be, it 
{s certain that the complete dis- 
appearance for a while of a certain 
species of bamboo would be a serlous 
matter, for the bamboo in many 
places is as valuable as is the cocoa- 
nut palm in the South Sea Islands.

This not only makes it supple, but 
also imparts’ the fine brown color, 
and by melting the dirty, waxy cover- 
ing gives the stem a clean and pol- 
ished appearance. Once the stem has 
become sufficiently pliable all curves 
and kinks are taken out by bending 
with some force in an opposite 
direction. t 

For this Purpose two impleme 
are used. The first for heavy stems

With this Anderson 
jamped up, took the cup and swallow- 
cd the deadly potion, A minute later 
he staggered about the room drunken- 
lp and cried, ‘“‘I feel s0 funny.” He 
féll‘upon the floor dead. 

__, ONLY ONE SAMPLE SENT 

An analysis of the powder showed 
that it contained sufficient strychnine 
to hare killed a whole platoon of men. 

A further investigation into the 
crime convinced the police that only 
one ‘‘sample package’ had been sent 
out, and that this package was addres- 
sed personally to Mrs. Buchanan. 

It is just one week from the day 
James Buchanan died the death of a 
suicide that he had followed the body 
of his murdered son to the grave. But 
during those seren days fateful things 
had- happened. The police discovered 
a Yonge street druggist who had sold 
the Btrychnine to a man who gave a 
fake name and bogus address; they 
also located the job plant wherein were 
printed the circulars which correspond- 
ed to the one Mrs. Buchanan had re 
ceived, wrapped about the fatal “‘beau- 
ty powder.” 

The police had reached’ the conclit- 
sion that a quantity of these circulars 
had. been ordered merely as ao blind. 
Qaly one circular in reality was to be 
used, and this was wanted for the spe- 
cific purpose to accompany the fatal 
powder on its mission of death. 

Every indication now points to the 
fact that had not James Buchanan 
taken his own life during the early 
hours of the morning he would now be 
held in custody on some. charge or 
other which would have kept him pri- 
soner until the final threads of the 
murder mystery had been unrarelled.
